LIGHT. 
This committee reported, recommeuding 


after discussing the system of a pumping 


station with main and hydrants, report 
that in their opinion this system is inprac- 


ticable at the present time on account of 
the cost of same. Your committee report 
astothe application of Brandon Water 


Power Co., that they consider it favorable, 


but are ofthe opinion that the scheme is 
not sutticiently developed to enable the 


conneil to decide on it. ‘The committee 


recommended that the only system at pre. 


sent practicable in Brandon is that now in 


force, with additional appliances by way of 


additional tanks and either steam or chemi- 
cal engine. 

Your committee recommended that one 
more tank of same capacity as those now in 
the city be constructed at the corner of 9th 
st. and Princess. 

Your committee recommen] the pur 
chase of a 100 gallon hand or horse cheniical 
engine and that tenders be aeked for ‘rom 
the Vanous makers 

That the present tire engine Le offered for 
sale, and that the perchase of another tire 
engine be deferred, until the one now in 
possession of the city 

That the committee recommended the 
purchase of a teatn of horses for hanling 
the fire ongine, that the committee recome 
wend the erection of a suitable public 
building includiug the necessary accomo- 
dation for fire applicances, civic offices, and 
a public hall, with a seating capacity of at 
least SOO ata cost not to exceed $15,000, 
and that the plans sulunitted by Mr. Mars 
shall, archetect be adopted. 

On the clause relating to the purchase of 
a chemicalengine, there was considerable 
discussion whether a horse or hand chemi 
cal engine should be purchased. 

On the clause relating to the purchase of 
horses, Ald. Coldweil moved that it be 
struck out, clainung that the cost of mains 
tenance would be more than would be real- 
ized by the city. 

Ald. 1. KE. Kelly claimed that the expense 
would not beso great as it was thought, 
the horses would pay for themselves, and 
it would never be satisfactory under pre 
sent arrangement. 

Ald. Pilling supported the clause in a 
lengthy speech, his remarks being pointed 
and convincing. He evidently knew what

THE POSTAL CHANGES. 


Rates on tered Letters Raised from 
we to Ten Cents. 
A Northwest Day in the Commons —Admicis- 
tration of Northwest Aftairs Criticized. 


Ottawa, Feb. 26.—Postmaster-general 
Haggart to-day introduced his act amend 
ing the postal regulations. Among the 
important changes are . 

he covernment van compel steamships 
in Canndian waters to carry mails at rates 
to be fixed by the government. 

Sending immoral! publications or photo~ 
graphs through the maile is made a penal 
offence. 

The postmaster general will have powe: 
to fix from time to time the rates for regis 
tered letters, and at present the rate @ill be 
raised from 2 to 10 cents, as in the United 
States and England. 

Publications issued lees treyuently than 
weekly will be charged one cent per pound 
ir place of being free. 

he duty on articles sent through the 
mails will be collected by the post o*hee, 

The drop letter rate is raised trom one 
ceut to two cents. 

The weight of a letter that can be sent for 
three cents is increased to one ounce. 

NAVIN'S MOTION, 

To-day was another Northwest day until 
the house adjourned at 10 ocloek. The 
discussion begun on Davin's motion yester- 
day. Mr. Chariton attacked the adminis- 
tration of northwest matters and read 
memorials of the Northwest assembly to 
show that they were now asking for what 
the opposition contended for nine years ago. 
The government had so adaunistered the 
lands that in place of the vast reveruee 
promised, the receipta did not pay the cost 
of management Twenty five thousand 
«juare miles of valuable timber limite had 
been given to camp followers The land 
regulations were more iliberal than those of 
the United States. 

Mr. Watson spoke, and tn the course of 
his speech urged that all sections odd amd 
even, should be open for settlement, and 
suggested that alternate townships instead 
of alternate sectious should be reserved for 
railways. He congratulated the minister 
that he was at last beginning to luten to 
the representations of northwest members, 
Several reforms which he had been urging 
for years had at last been made. 

Mesers. Daly and Davis spoke in appro 
bation of the government, and MeMallea 
attacked the expenditure of the North weet 
land system. 

Hon. Mr. Dewdney, in replying, made 
his first speech, but dil not create « very 
favorable impression as a parliamentary 
speaker. He denied his department wae 
extravagantly run; it was cheaper tnan 
when the Liberals were in power. He said 
there was no danger of monopoly in coal 
in the northwest, for if any company acted 
unjustly the government could cancel and 
sell its lease. 

PACIFIC COAST DEFENCES. 

In the senate tolay Hon. Mr. Melanes, 
of British Columbia, drew the attention of 
the government to the necessity of urging 
the imperial government to conetruct the 
— defences on the Pacitic coast. 

hree years have gone since the admiralty 
sent a party of engineers to survey sites, 
bat nothing has veen done so far. Mr 
McInnes drew attention to the war cloud 
hanging over Europe. The Russians, be 
said, were enlarging their arsenal at Vlado- 
vistock, opposite Kritiah Colum ia. 


Hon. Mr. Abbott, government leader in 
the acnate, replied at length, saying it had 
not yet been decided where to erect batteries 
in tne netghhorhood of Esuimault. Nego 
tiatious between the Imperial and Canadian 
governments oe the preparations of 
armaments were confidential and they were 
proceeding satisfactorily. 

Mr. Mclones then drew the attention of 
the ‘government to the necessity of defend- 
ing other points on the Pacific coast.

HOW TO MILK A COW 
bensible Suggestions That Commen: Them- 
selves te Dair>men. 


The following pertiner an:i sensible 
suggestions appear, along with other 
matters of interest to dairymen at large, 
in the Minnesota dairy commissioner's 
report: 

Always milk in aclean, airy place, free 
from odors. Before beginning to milk 
brush al!) loose halr and dirt from the 
cow's side and udder. If the udder is 
soiled havea pail of water and cloth or 
sponge at hand, and give it 9 ‘’orongh 


cleaning. Have the hands dry auc .can. | 


and do not wet tho cows teats with 
milk.

case she steps around or is inclined to 
kick. The safest position is on « three 
legged stool; taking the pail firmly be- 
tween your knees, not getting eo near 
or 60 far away that the muker cannot sit 
firmly and steadily and rise quickly. 
Take bold of the teat well up on the ud- 
der and gently stroke it downward before 
beginning to milk. Grasp the off hind 
teat with the left hand and the near fore 
teat with the right, or the off fore teat 
with the right hand and the near hind 
teat with the left, so as to milk across 
In grasping the teats reach well up on 
the udder and press the milk down- 


and thumb tightly around it next the ud- 
der as soon as the teat comes fairly within 
the hand. Thenclose the second, third and 
fourth fingers in order, giving a elicht 
but gentle pull on the teat, and squeez- 
ing out of it all the milk ft contains be 
fore loosening the grip. Repeat this 
operation until the milk ceases to flow. 
Let every milker have tho same cow 
to milk regulary each night and morn- 
ing, and let birn begin every time with 
the same one, milking each in the same 
order and closing with the same one 
every time. This regularity induces a 
sort of expectancy of habit in the cows, 
and each Is prepared to be milked when 
her turn comes. There is a sort of sur- 
prise or excitement about being milked 
out of order that lessens the flow, 

When the flow of milk is not large it 
is generally necessary to strip first one 
pair and then the other to coax the milk 
into the teats, or to make the cow “gire 
down.” Grasping the udder high up 
and s.roking downward to the teat heips 
expedite the flow of miik. In many 
cases the milk does not stream directly 
downward into the pail, but off one sida, 
With a little care one can soon get the 
right po-ition to turn the stream intothe 
— and avoid waste. Strip the teats ag 
east twice after exhausting the first 
flow, and he eure the milk is all drawn,
